GLEN ROAD SCHOOL ARCHITECTS NAMED 


WILL ALSO DESIGN POLICE 
STATION 

The firm of Valtz & Kimberly 
Inc, 820 Lynn Fells parkway, 
Melrose, has been chosen by 
the permanent Building Com- 
mittee to design the new off- 
Glen Road School, it was an 
nounced Tuesday evening. 
The new school, to cost less 
than $400,000, will be a pro- 
totype for similar schools to 
be built in Wilmington in the 
future, according to the Com- 
mittee announcement, 

It will have 12 rooms and is 
expected to be ready for oc: 
cupancy in September 1959, 
Construction is expected to 
begin before ,ctober of this 
year, 

Valtz & Kimberly were among 
the 14 architectural firms 
interviewed before the final 
decision was made, according 
to the committee. The commit- 
tee visited many schools de- 
signed by the various archi- 
tects, before making their 
final decision, 

Among those interviewed was 
the firm that had designed 
the previous plans, thrown 
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DEATH AND INJURIRS IN 
MAIN REET CRASH 
Raymond &. McGonigle, 31, of 
Tewksbury was killed, and sev- 
en youngsters of Wilmington 
and Tewksbury were injured in 
a near midnight crash, on main 

Street, last Thursday. 

The accident, at 11:40 pm was 
near the Bill & Mel's Texaco 
Station, on Main Street. Am~ 
bulances from Billerica and 
Reading, in addition to the 
Wilmington ambulance were re~ 
quired to remove the injured 
persons, and police and other 
rescuing persons worked for 
several hours in the early 
hours of the morning. 

Most seriously injured was 
Evelyn Pearson, 15 years old, 
of Washington Street. She and 
the other injured persons were 
all passengers in a Ford Four 
Door Sedan operated by Dale 
Lobien of 3 Amos Street Tewks- 
bury, and owned by Hans E. Lo- 
bien of the same address, 

The Lobien car, according to 
the Wilmington police, was on 
the wrong side of the road. 
Both cars met head on in the 
collision, 

McGonigle was taken to the 
Choate Memorial Hospital, in 
Woburn, where he was pronoun- 
ced dead on arrival. 

Other passengers in the Lo- 
bien car, all of whom were 
sent to the St. John’s Hospi- 
tal in Lowell, included Andrew 
Hammond, 16, of King Street, 
John McCabe, 15, of King St. 
Roberta Connolly, 15, of Rich- 
mond Street, Ronald La Liberte 
17, of Reese St Tewksbury, 
Wilfred Martell, 18, of Whip- 
ple Road Tewksbury, and Robert 
Allen, 17, of Boyleston St.

Wilmington Selectmen accepted 
an invitation from Charles V.

Wilmingtm already has an in- 
junction against operations in 
the pit in so far as it is in 
this tom, an injunction that 
was issued two weeks ago. At- 
torneys for the operators are 
arguing that there is a ques- 
tion as to the location of the 
Town Line, and that operations 
are really being conducted in 
North Reading. 

The North Reading move will 
apparantly quash any such ar- 
gument, 

In addition to: the operations 
which have taken place in Wil- 
mington, the operators have 
dug to below the water level 
in what is definitely the No. 
Reading side of the pit. 

State authorities are also 
reported as being disturbed 
because the operations are be- 
lieved to be endangering trees 
which are on property of the 
North Reading State Sanitorium 
adjoining the pit. 

The Van Steensburg pit was 
sold last Thursday, but not to 
the Mr. Hathaway who is sup- 
posed to be the person who was 
operating the pit at the time 
the injunctim was issued. 

The new owner of record is 
Max Siegal, 45 Reynolds Ave. 
Everett. Mr. Siegal is also 
the owner of a cottage, on 
Cottage Street, in this tom.

FIRST SHOWING OF ALL

The “ouse of Ease’, a new

SELECTMEN OBJECT TO MORE 
SIGNBOARDS 

The Board of Selectmen of 

Wilmington has notified the 

Outdoor Advertising Division 

of the Commonweal th of Massa- 


,chusetts that it is definite- 
ly opposed to the idea of 
more signboards being erected 
in the Town of Wilmington, 

A formal notice was sent to 
the State Tuesday, objecting 
specifically to a sign which 
is proposed ta be erected on 
Main Street, on Boston & 
Maine Property, between Main 
St and the Nashua branch of 
the B&M, and about opposite 
to the site of the Wilmington 
Coal & Oil Co. 

On motion of Charles H. 
Black the Selectmen unanimous 
ly recorded their objection 
to the idea, 

The John Donnelly Co of Ros- 


Sign, wuld be 50 feet 
long, 12 feet high, and reach 
to a point 26 feet above the 
street. 

Black recalled that Mr. Don- 
nelly had tdd him and Town 
Counsel Phillip Buzzell, in 
Buzzell’s office, that he in- 
tended to erect no more signs 
in Wilmington. 

At the same time Nicholas De 
Felice pointed out that the 
Selectmen were not consulted 
at the time a sign was erect- 
ed, recently, across from 
the Theatre Block, on Main 
Street. 

Under the law the Selectmen 
are supposed to be asked for 
an opinion, but the final de- 
cisions is made by the Out- 
door Advertising Division of 
the Commonweal th, 

Also voted at the same time 
was a resolution to inform 
the Town Counsel that the 
Board of Seleotmen is unal- 
terably opposed tc further 
signs being erected in Wil- 
mington. 


DUMP RELOCATION STILL 
IN DOUBT 

The projected relocation of 
Wilmington’ s Town Dump, into 
the Spinazols property in 
South Wilmington was still in 
doubt, Wednesday morning, ac- 
cording to Board of Health Of: 
ficials, 

The Board had hoped to be an- 
nounce the change as of July 
first, but a last minute dif- 
ficulty in bonding arose to 
plague the health officials, 

Clarence Spinazla, owner of 
the former Blue Hog farm in 
South Wilmington ( also known 
as Moran's) has signed a con~ 
tract with the health board 
to take care of Wilmington’s 
rubbish, by the sanitary land 
fill method, for $4,000 a 
year. The contract is to be 
baded for $30,000 to insure 
performance, and is supposed 
to go into effect on July 1. 
The bonding company agent 
has told Spinazola that they 
would bond him, as soon as 
the license is issued. 

The tom is unable to issue 
the license until the bond 
has been issued. 

It is & small matter in its: 
way, but one of the order of 
which came first, the hen or 
the egg. It has kept the 
Board of Health in a tizzy e- 
ver since Monday morning, when 
they first learned of their 
predictament. 

In the event that the board 
cannot have the Town Dump on 
the Spinazola property on 
July first it will be neces- 
sary to continue the present 
arrangements with Ventura Ca- 
nales, of MacDonald Road, in 
North Wilmington. Mr Canales 
who has a public dump license 
has been getting $7500 a year 
for providing the town with 
dumping facilities. 

A bending difficulty may e- 
xist in this case as well, the 
Health officials advised the 
Board of Selectmen Monday 
night. Mr. Canales wuld have 
to pay for a year’s bonding,if 
he were to continue to operate 
the Town Dump after June 31, 
and the compensation for a 
month or two would probably be 
insufficient, so that the 
Board of Health felt that he 
should be given @ six month 
contract. 

The new Town Dump, which may 
possibly be in use on July 1 


is to be of the ‘sanitary land 

fill’ type of operation, in 

which refuse is dumped into

The possibility has occured to some of our 
residents that the Town of Wilmington is over- 
lq@king an item abait Wilmingtg¢n Common.: We 
speak of it now that Wilmington is about to be- 
gin the much needed reloaning and beautifying 
of the centerpiece of our town. 

Back about 1880 this land was cwned by Otis 
Buck. Either he, or one of his family willed 
the land tc Wilmington as a Common. There was a 
prevision in the wil] that there be a Permanent 
Common Committee, that should have charge of 
the canmm, and see that the terms cf the will 
were carried out.’ As we remember it, failure to 
do this caild result in the land being returned 
to the Buck family. 

It is a good many years since Wilmington has 
had a Comman Committee. Perhaps in sone way a 
provision was found which allowed this commit- 
tee to go out of existance. 

At the present time it is a part of the Park 
system of Wilmington, and thus under the Plan- 
ning Boare. 

We suggest that a check should be made, to 
determine whether or not a Common Committee is 
still required under the terms of that will..If 
such is the case it would be easy to also name 
the Planning Board as the Common Committee. 

We wouldn't want to see a Buck descendant, 
(much as we like the family) come al mg and 
claim air Common as forfeit.

AvcO TO BE OUT OF 
LAWRENCE BY SEPT 1 


Lawrence by Sept. Ist, and be 
entirely located out of that 
city, according to an announce 
ment by Dr. Lloyd Smith, 
president of the Research and 
Development Division. 

Practically the entire divi- 
sion will be moved to the new 
Wilmington plant, on Lowell 
Street, during the month of 
August. - 

Several hundred AVCO employ- 
ees will not make the move to 
Wilmingtm, however. They will 
transfer back to Stratford, 
Connecticut where they will be 
employed in production and ma- 
nufacturing operations at the 
Lycoming branch of the company 

About 2000 employees are now 
at the Woods Mill plant of the 
AVCO Research and Development 
Division, in Lawrence, and the 
greater part of these will be 
in Wilmington before August 31 

Sev -al hundred of the em- 
ployees have been added since 
AVCO first moved to Lawrence 
in the latter part of 1956, 

The text of Dr. Smith's let- 
ter to the AVCO employees, an- 
nouncing the change, follows: 


"As we announced on June 6, 
we are establishing certain pro- 
duction operations at Avco's Ly- 
coming Division in Stratford, Con- 
necticut. We will vacate the Wood 


| Mill by August 31,1958. 


"We want to point out that Law- 
rence has always been a temporary 


| location, selected in order to ex- 


pedite the move of our entire divi- 
sion into Massachusetts. 

"In July, 1956, Avco decided to 
build a 15-million-dollar Research 
and Development Center to provide 
the best possible facilities and en- 
vironment for a highly competent 
technical staff, so as to assure the 
highest possible level of technical 
support to the Air Force's Ballis- 
tic Missile Program. Realizing the 
importance of establishing such a 
center within easy reach of high- 
quality technical and educational 
institutions and because a small

It was Avco's first inclinstion to 
try to keep some additional space 
in the Wood Mill to house the fabri- 
cation work and centralize all the 
R and D operations at Wilmington. 
This inclination took into account 
the effect on the Lawrence com- 
munity and the insurance it pro- 
vided the program if construction 
dates had not been’ met. 

"We took a good hard look at our 
schedules for completion of build- 
ings at Wilmington, the impact on 
the Ballistic Missile Program of 
a move of the R and D operations 
to Wilmington by the time our lease 
expired on August 31 and moving 
a relatively small part of our work, 
namely the fabrication, to Strat- 
ford, thereby further consolidating 
work already being done there in 
support of the fabrication of the 
developmental nose cones. 

"The cost picture was also gone 
into in detail. As a result, it be- 
came evident that, from a cost 
standpoint and the standpoint of 
ultimate development schedules, 
it would be possible and inthe best 
interests of the Air Force and 
Aveo to consolidate the fabrication 
part of our program at Stratford. 
Consequently, the top management 
of Avco made the decision to vacate 
the Wood Millentirely by August 31. 


"This decision has now been 
thoroughly reviewed by the Assis- 
tant Secretary of the Air Force 
for Materiel, who agrees that, 
based on all the facts involved, it 
was a sound decision. This decision 
will have relatively little effect cn 
the city of Lawrence and will actu- 
ally result in a major cost saving 
to the Air Force. 


“Therefore, nose cone produc- 
tionwill be done at the facility occu- 
pied by Avco's Lycoming Division 
in Stratford, Connecticut. That di- 
vision has for some time been 
performing part of the production 
work for us on a subcontact basis 
while we concentrated on research 
and development aspects. 


"The Wood Mill was from the 
very beginning a temporary loca- 
tion selected because it was close 
to our permanent site in Wilming- 
ton and there would be very little 
if any personne] movement when 
operations switched from one plant 
to the other. This is precisely what 
will happen. Almost 2,000 of our 
Lawrence employees will make the 
switch without disruption. 


"The actual effect on Lawrence 
will be virtually the same as if 
everything had moved to Wilming- 
ton as originally planned. Few jobs 
will be lost to Lawrence. Avco will 
make every effort to employ, in 
other areas of the division, as many 
as possible of those employees 
affected by the move. Moreover, 
local area purchases by the com- 
pany will not be noticeably affected. 


"Our relationships with Law- 
rence have always been excellent, 
with good overall co-operation 


| from the city's operating depart- 


ments on the many day-to-day pro- 
blems involved in establishing and 
operating a complex research or-, 
ganization of this kind. 


"We have hired several hundred 
people in the Greater Lawrence 
area, who will work in Wilmington 
with us.

By a split wte, 3 to 2, the 
Board cf Selectmen have 
changed the date by which ap- 
plications for acceptance of 
streets under the 5etterment 
Plan shall be submitted.

Operations were suspended at 
a Concord Street gravel pit, 

Tuesday moming, as the result 

of an order by the Board of 


The ‘No. 2’ pit of Fred A, 
(Smshine)Snith was ordered to 
close down operations on 8 
temporary basis, because of al 
legations that the pit did not 
observe gravel regulations. 

The Selectmen listened to a 
statement by Town Engineer 
George Maynard, before issuing 
the order. Maynard told the 
Board that the pit needed a 
‘lot of cleaning up’, that 
there were swampy areas, and 
large Doulders that should be 
taken care of. 

Complaint by LaRivee 

The action stemmed directly 
as the result of a complaint 
by Mr and Mrs Rene LaRivee of 
Concord Street. Mr. LaRivee i:

vil Defense. 

The LaRivees, who live on 
Concord Street told the Select 
men that they had learned that 
the gravel pit was to be ex-

SCHOOL CONSTRUCTION
